BE Leslie Trump, a young man on the 
night force of the Highland Chemical 
Company on the -South Stde, was elec- 
trocuted at Ihe old Crescent plant 
last night by an incandescent light. 
His body, stretched on the iloor oC 
the holler room, with his 'head resting 
on a pile of coal, was Hound this morn- 
Ing by Charles Briefly, the nrst man 
of the day trick to report. 
Btincut- 


ter's body was frightfully burned. His 
left arm, shoulder, part of nib head 
and body were burned 
to a 
crisp. 


Tightly clutched under his arm was 
found the electric globe and a portion 
of the wire which had burned off. 


The time of Buncutler's death is 


. not known. 
It was first thought to 


have occurred 
between 
seven and 


eight o'clock, for his nephew, William 
Trump, talked to him over tlie tele- 
phono at seven o'clock and, half an 
hour or so later, came down to the 
plant.

Washington, Juno 
S.—Postmaster 


General Meyer has issued an orUcr 
directing that "when the 'Weight ot 
wall la taken on railroad routes Hie 
whole num-'ber ot days Included In the 
weighing iporlod shall be usad as a 
divisor for obtaining the overuse 
w»lght per day." 
This order amends 


order No. 165, Issued by Postmaster 
General Cortolyou on Mnrch 2. 1307, 
»y 
sitbstttutlns the 
words 
"wholo 


itumher of days Included In the weigh- 
ing period" for the -words "whole num- 
'ber If doys the malls are weighed." 


The object ot the order of March 


2, 1907, was to reduce the compen- 
sation paid by the jiostofllco depart- 
ment for transportation of the .mails 
over railways increasing the number 
of days to be used as a divisor In as- 
certaining the average daily weight of 
malls carried. 


The enforcement of the order of 


March 2, according to the department, 
would have worked an ir.justlce to 
those railways which afford the mos 
efficient service: "that is. those line 
•which carry tho nmils seven days i 
every Tveelt -would receive less com 
jiensation for transporting the sani 
amount of mall than would Uios 
•which give a service of only six day 
in each •week,
